Charles J. Tanner and Max Judd, acting 
on behajf of themselves and all] other per- 
608s who have been similarly affected and 
desire the same relief, filed a petition 
Wednesday in the Circuit Court, asking 
that the quitclaim deed, executed by the 
board of directors, and conveying «the 
IAndell Raiiway Co., with all its franchises, 
tracks and rolling stock to the United 
Railways Co. of St. Louis, be set aside 
and held for naught, and that the proper- 
ties affected be restored to their original 
owner. 

The court is also asked to declare the 
lease of the Lindell line to the St. Louis 
Transit Co. by the United Railways Co. 
void and that the mortgage given by the 
latter to the St. Louis Trust Co. to secure 
an issue of bonds for $45,000,000 be set aside 
so far as it affects the Lindel! properties. 

The basis of the suit is an allegation that 
the conveyance of the Lindell system of 
street railways to the United Railways 
Co. by the board of directors was unau- 
toorized by the charter of the company, 
and that, in attempting to make it, the 
directors exceeded their powers and really 
conveyed nothing. It is also charged that 
the directors, in making the conveyance, 
did not consult the wishes of other stock- 
holders, and, in fact, acted in violation of 
their desires. ° 

The petition is a voluminous document 
and contains many statements that are of 
great interest to the citizens of St. Louis. 
{t sets forth in detail much of the history 
of how the St. Louis Transit Co. acquired 
control of all but one of the street railway 
systems of St. Louts. 

The plaintiffs allege that they were large 
stockholders in the Lindell Company and 
ask all others who are interested to join 
them in the action.

PLOYERS IN BAST ST. LOUS. 


She Was Followed by a Person 
Who Knew of Her Val- 
uable Package. 


Mrs. Jennie Blake of 1215 Chambers street, 
was knocked down and robbed of $60 by a 
footpad Monday night, about 7 o’clock, on 
Chambers street, between Eleventh and 
Twelfth streets. The police suppressed all 
news of the crime, although the facts of 
the robbery were reported to them. 

Mrs. Blake carried the money, which was 
in silver, in a package. When she fell 
under the footpad’s blow she dropped the 
package. The thief ran off with 
money. He made no effort to take Mrs. 
Blake’s purse, which was in her pocket, 
nor to remove any of the jewelry from 
her person. 

Mrs. Blake is employed in the store of 
William G. Willard in East St. Louis. The 
money stolen was the property of her 
employer which she was to have left at 
hig St. Louis store, 614 North Fourth street, 


Tuesday morning. She _ believes that the 
thief followed er from the East Side. 

The robbery occurred in the middle of 
the block, on the north side of the street. 
Mrs. Blake got off a Bellefontaine car at 
Chambers street. She thinks a man got 
off at the same corner, and this man, she 
believes, was the robber. She walked hur- 
riedly towards her home. She was con- 
scious that some one was behind her. This 
did not arouse any fear for the street is 
fairly well Nghted and the locality is not 
lonesome. 

Theie is a church on the southeast corner 
of Bleventh and Chambers streets. The 
building extends to almost the middle of 
the block on Chambers street. 

Mrs. Blake was passing the rear of the 
| church when ghe was struck from behind. 
i'@he fell forward, dropping her valuable 
package. A man, whose face she did not 
see, cked up the package and ran to 
Twelfth street, where he turned south. 
Mre. Blake saw no other person about. 
Tne blow did not render her insensible, but 
she was dazed. She lay on the sidewalk 
several minutes. . No one passed. She 
etrugglied to her feet and staggered home. 
The blow from the footpad raised a great 
lump on her head but did not cut the scalp. 
| Mys. Blake wore three diamond rings 
and diamond earrings. None of these was 
missing. 

In relating the story of her experience 
Mrs. Biake eteted that she was convinced 
the robber foliowed her from the store. 

“It ie my dally practice to carry the 
money from the st. Side to the St. Louis 
store,’ she said. “I believe that some one 
became aware of this fact and that the 
robber followed me for the express purpose 
of getting the package Monday night.

William C. Colvin Will Inherit 
Jennie Jones’ Fortune. 


IT IS ESTIMATED AT $100,000. 


COLVIN LIVES IN FAST ST. LOUIS 
AND HAS A FAMILY. 


He Took This Name Bezause Judge Col- 
vin, Formerly Well Known to St. 
Louisans, Was Interested 
in Him. 


The missing son and heir of ‘Jennie 
Jones’ of Minneapolis has been found. On 
Dec. 2 the Post-Dispatch told exclusively 
of the search for him. He is William C. 
Colvin of East St. Louis. The estate of 
which he is the heir amounts to $100,000 
and may be found to be worth much more 
than that. The man to whom this fortune 
is about to fall is a poor teamster. He 
has a wife and four children. 

The Post-Dispatch on Dec. 2 told of ef- 
forts of G. W..Ehler of Minneapolis to 
find a trace of the son of the woman in 
Belleville and St. Louis. Mr. Ehler kept 
up the search for some time but was not 
successful. So he returned -to Minneapolis. 
On Dec. 1 Charles W. Brown, a private 
detective of Minneapolis, arrived in St. 
Louis. He seems to have had better clews 
than the other:man. At any rate he has 
found the missing heir.

‘She had 
eome to St. Louis from a point up the 
river to try and make a living for herself 
and child. She had found that she could 
not keep the child, a boy, who was less 
than 2 years old, with her. His name was 


to’ —@ home for the little one and he 
placed the child with a steamboat man 
named Jerry Cox. 

Subsequently Cox engaged in rallroad con- 
tract work and went from place to place, 
and he took the boy with him. Cox died 
in 1878. The boy had always su ed 
that Cox and his wife were his uncle and 
aunt and addressed them as such. Be- 
fore he died Cox told the boy that he was 
not his uncle and all that he knew of the 
boy’s mother, which was not much. 

The boy was 9 years old at the time of 
Cox’s death. Soon afterwards he ran away 
from some town in the Northwests where 
he was living with Mrs. Cox, and traveled 
with a medicine company. Afterwards he 
met a drummer and traveled with him as 
his assistant. 

When he was 14 years old he returned to 
St. Louis, but only remained a short time 
and then went to Memphis. There he ob- 
tained a aioe with the Carey-Lombard 
Lumber Co. and worked for the firm for 
several years. While he was there he tried 
to get trace of Mrs. Cox, but could not 
He went to West Point, LL, where he 
heard she was, but did not find her, and 
he returned to Memphis. 

A lawyer or detective approached him 
there one wae and told him that his name 
was Clark, but gave him no further in- 
formate: After that he called himself 
Clark. 

Later he went to Davenport, and was 
there told that his name was Colvin. He 
was told the circumstances under which 
the Coxes had obtained him. When he re- 
turned to Memphis he called himself Wil- 
liam C. Colvin and has been known by that 
name ever since. 

Between 1880 and 1882 Colvin received a 
letter from Chicago. It was couched in en- 
dearing terms and gave him good advice.

Then he purchased a team and has been 
teaming ever since. Recently he was em- 
te on grading work between Belleville 
and East St. Louis. He is now employed 
on the grading at the Malleable 
Works. He has four children and 
lives on  Bobineau avenue. He is be- 
tween 2 and §# years of age. He is said by 
Detective Brown to be the image of his 
mother and he has letters to prove his part 
of the story. 

Detective Brown says the woman spent 
the time in Chicago and New York from 
1872 to 1884. Since then she lived in Min- 
neapolis. She owned a building and lot on 
which it stood and an adjoining lot. She 
left, besides the property, cash, securities 
and diamonds, making the estate which {Is 
now in sight worth in the netghborhood of 
$1,000. Besides, she sald before she died 
that she had deeds in a safe deposit vault 
in Chicago or New York for property in 
the vicinity of St. Louls. An attempt will 
be made by Mr. Brown to locate these. 

During her life the woman made sev- 
eral trips to St. Louls and in some of her 
letters to her son she told him that she 
had seen him. She had a horror of him 
ever learning what her life had been and 
did not reveal herself to him on that ac- 
count.

Many quarters as to the situation of Gen. 

Methuen. As the Westminster Gazette 
8: 

“If England ever needed e victory it is 
now, and it is to Buller, the soldier, gtrong, 
cool-headed and reticent, that the country 
looks for this yictory.”’ 

Significance attaches to Gen. Methuen’s 
statement that he is intrenching himseif, 
indicating fear that the Boers may follow 
up their advantage, adopt the offensive and 
attack him.

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LEVER AGAINST THE TRUSTS. 


Solicitor-General Says That the Sherman Law May Be 
: Really Applied With Effect. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—In discussing the recent decision re- 
garding the Addystcne Pipe Trust case, Solicitor-Genera] Rich- 
ards says: 

“The Supreme Court held that Congress may prohibit the per- 
formance of any contract between individuals or corporations 
where the natural and direct effect of it is to regulate or restrain 
interstate commerce, In other words, the anti-trust law applies 
‘to every agreement in restraint of interstate trade, whether 
made by corporations or individuals. 

“In the next place, the court held that any agreement or com- 


bination which cit te restrains not only the manafacture but 
the saie of a commodity among the several States, comes within 
the anti-trust law. ‘ne precise form of the combination is, 1 
take it, immaterial, if there be a ‘combination.’ 

“The distinction between direct and incidental operation is to 
be observed. A trust formed for the purpose of monopolizing 
the manufacture of a commodity within the States may, indirect- 
ly and incidentally, suppress competition in the sale of the ar- 
ticle among the sevéral States. But the Supreme Court held in 
the Knight case that such indirect and incidental resuit would 
not be sufficient to bring the combination within reach of the act. 
It must be shown that the combination was formed not only 
to monopolize the production of the commodity, but to suppress 
= and enhance prices in its sale among the several 

ates, 


“The Sherman law, as now interpreted by the court, is about 
as comprehensive and far-reaching as it can be made. The Unit- 
ed States has no constitutional power to interfere with the trans- 
action of ordinary business within the several States, whatever 
the nature of the combination which carries it on. But whenever 
commerce among the States is directly affected and regulated by a 
combination, Congress may intervene. 

“The precise scope and meaning of the phrase, ‘every contract 
or combination inthe form of a trust, or otherwise, or con- 
spiracy,’ has not yet been defined, and some interesting questions

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TWE LANDS NOT PUBLIC DOMAIN. 


Important Decision Affecting Mining Cperations ABout 
Cape Nome. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—A very important question has just 
been decided by Commissioner Hermann of the General Land Of- 
fice, governing placer mining upon the beach of the Behring Sea. 
off the coast of Alaska at and near Cape Nome, the new gold 
fields. The decision affects mining and locations, embracing tide 
lands below the line of ordinary high tide. Numerous applica- 


tions are pending before the Interior Department as to locations 
upon such lands, which have been demonstrated to contain gold 
in marvelous quantities. Individuals or associations of persons, 
and incorporated mining companies are seeking concesions from 
the gavernment by which they may acquire exclusive mining 
rights and privileges pertaining to such tide lands. 

The commissioner decides that tide lands in the district of 
Alaska are not public lands, subject to disposal to individuals, 
under any of the existing land laws of the United States, and 
that the Department has no statutory authority to make con- 
ee to individuals of any mining rights pertaining to such 
tide lands. , 


A citation is made by the commissioner to the case of Shiveley 
vs. Bowlby, decided by the United States Supreme Court, in 
which it was held that the United States upon acquiring a ter. 
ritory, whether by concession from one of the States, or by 
treaty with a foreign country, or by discovery and settlement, 
takes the title and the dominion of lands below high water 
mark of tide waters for the benefit of the whole people, and in 
trust for the future States to be created out of the territory, 
and it wa@ further held that Congress has not undertaken, by 
general laws, to dispose of lands below high water mark of tide 
waters in a territory; but, unless in case of some international 
duty or public exigency, has left the Administration and dispos- 
ition of the sovereign rights in such waters and lands to the 
control of the State respectively, when admitted into the union. 
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METHODIST CHURCH DISCIPLINE. 


Meeting of a Special Committee to Frame a Report to Next 
Conference. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 13.—The committee appointed by the 
General Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church at Kan- 
sas City in 1896, to make a thorough examination of the disci- 
pline of the church, with a view to putting in form and reporting 
to the next General Conference such matters of revision as may 
appear necessary, has begun its work here. It will probably re- 
quire two days to cOmplete the work. The General Conference 
to which the conference will submit the result of its labors will 
meet at Atlantic City next May. 

The propositions before the committee embraced decided 
changes in the administrative law of the church, covering the ad- 
ministration of churches within the annual conferences, and the 
manner of conducting annual conferences. They include also the

The National League has 
knuckled to him, and New York now holds 
the whip hand.

Nine magnates have combined against 
Brooklyn and Baltimore and those two 
cities will block all legislation looking to 
a@ breaking of the 10-year agreement and a 
reduction cf the circuit. 

Washington is out for ‘all the cash in 
6ight. Freedman did not appear at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel meeting. Such is the 
situation to date in the baseball wrangle. 


The ‘first proof of the truthfulness of 
Freedman’s statement that a most power- 
ful combine, with himself at the head, had 
been formed to discipline the four owners 
of the Brooklyn and Baltimore Clubs came 
to light at the meeting of the Board of 
Arbitration when the Wrigley case came 


up for decision. 
,_ At the close of the Eastern League sea- 
60n, Sept. 15 last, Wrigley, a Syryfuse play- 
er, signed with the New York Ciub and 
layed several games in a pigmy uniform. 
resident Pat Powers of the Eastern 
League sold Wrigley a few days after he 
haf signed with New York to Brooklyn, 
and he finished the season with the 
Superbas, playing in 15 games. 
Freedman protested and took the case be- 
fore the Board of Arbitration, composed of 
Young, Hart, Rogers, Brush, Soden’ and 
Robison, 


The National Agreement, to which the 
Eastern League is a party, provides that 
& minor league player has a right to play 
With any club he wishes after his own 
league season has closed. It also says he 
shall play with any club to which he may 

sold. President Powers took the latter 
ground and annecunced that if beaten he 
would resign from the presidency. Jake 
Wells, representing Syracuse, seconded 
him with a written protest.

ONLY ROBBER BANDS TO FIGHT. 


CONFIRMATION OF REPORT OF 
DEATE OF PILAR. 


MacArthur Has Mabini, Founder of the 
Late Government, as a Prisoner of 
War and Province of Isa- 
bella Has Surrendered. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—In his reports 
from Manila dated yesterday, Gen. Otis 
makes this declaration: + 

“Organized rebellion no longer existe, and 
Our troops are actively pursuing robber 
bands. All important and threatened cen- 

_ ters of population in the north have been 
occupied.” * 

His cablegram further reports -conditions 
as follows: 

“In Bulucan Province the insurgents have: 
been scattered and driven east to the moun- 
tains. Our casualties in that section in the 
‘last few days were ten. The insurgent 
Casualties in killed, wounded and prisoners 
Aggregate 100. Considerable insurgent prop- 
erty, arms and ammunition captured. : Our 
troops are now in the mountains in pur- 
sult. 

“The insurgents have been driven from 
Bubig Bay, and the marines now occupy a 
Maval station there. Our column moving 
west from Tarlac is now on the west coast 
of Luzon, where it has been supplied. It 
encountered little resistance. A column is 
now moving west and gouth from Dagu- 
pan along the coast. 

“There is no concentrated insurgent force 
of importance in Luzon north of Manila. 
Southern Luzon will not offer any serious 
resistance. Troops are co-operating in that 
section.’’ 

London dispatghes say that this report has 


been sent from Hong Kong, presumably 
from the Filipino junta: 

“The insurgent government (so-called) of 
the Philippines will be changed to a dicta- 
torship, to continue hostilities against the 
Americans exclusively by the methods of 
pverrilia warfare. The Filipino army is 

eing split up into small, bands, the troops

Gen. Ot's has some gtirring news to re- 
port to-day from Manila, his sdvices oing 
to show the insurgents are, as he predicted, 
a few days ago, at the end of their re- 
sources from a military point of view and 
are melting away before the rapid adv e 
of the American troops at all points. His 
cablegrams dated to-day were ag follows: 

Manila, Dec. 13.—Fifty men of the navy 
and 50 men of the army, transported by the 
navy, took Laog on the 10th inst. oun 
Young with starf foMowed next day. He 
reports Howse with Pennsylvania battalion 
of the Thirty-fourth followed by a rtion 
of the Thirty-fourth Infantry passed north 
to Pidding, east of Laog. March's battal- 
ion of the Thirty-fourth was at Ceyan 
Province,of Le Panto, 7th inst. The Third 
Cavalry was along the coast and in the 
mountains pursuing the enemy, 


passed over mountains, driving the insur- 
gents under Gen. Tino, who was 


He made large captures of rifles and prop- 
erty with all ingurgept transportation, and 
released all the Spanish prisoners in that 
section to the number of about 2000. Our 
casualties were two wounded. Our troops 
are still pursuing the remnant of Tino’s 
cammand. 

‘“‘March’s battalion of the Thirty-third re- 
ports from Gayan, Le Panto Province, 7th 
inst., that he has destroyed Aguinaldo’s 
bodyguard, killed Gen. Greggrio Pilar: re- 
celved the surrender of Gen. Consepicion 
and staff, killed and wounded 52 insur- 
gents; released 575 Spanish prisoners, in- 
cluding 180 friars, and captured considerable 
property. His loss was two killed and nine 
wounded. My information is that Aguinal- 
do has disguised his individuality, aban- 
doned his troops and is hiding in the prov- 
ince of Benguet.”’ 

Gen. Otis’ second dispatch says: 

‘‘Manila, Dec. 13.—Admiral Watson in 
forms me-that the province of Gagayan 
surrendered unconditionally to Capt. Mce- 
Calla of the Newark 11th inst; all arms be- 
ing surrendered. Major Batchelder is ninety 
miles south of Aparri, command in good 
condition. 

‘‘Navy will take supplies to Batchelder in 
launch at once; this surrender doubtless 
includes the province of Isabella. 

“Gen Bates, at Zamboanga, reports af- 
fairs there satisfactory. Nearly all rifles 
surrendered; MacArthur, at Bayambang, 
reports that he holds, as prisoner of war, 
Mabini, the ablest of the insurgents, and 
founder of the late government.” 


GUERRILLA WAR NOW ON. 
Filipinos Harder to Suppress Than the 
American Indians. 

MANTLA, Dec. 13.—Col. Smith, with a 


detachment of the Seventeenth Infantry, 


surrounded and captured, in a village near 
Malasqui, a party of guerillas, which in- 
cluded the band which assassinated seven 
officials at Malasqui for friendliness to the 
Americans. 

All are Filipinos who became bandits 
when the disintegration of the Filipino 
army began. They kept the country around 
Malasqui in a state of terror for several 
weeks, and committed % murders in less 
than that number of days. 

When they were caught they 
promptly sent to Gen. MacArthur's head- 
quarters at Bayambang. and it is expected 
that they will be either shot or hanged. 

The whole country north of San Fernando 
and between San Fernando and Manila 
swarms with similar bands. Probably they 
will be increased by men from Pilar’s army, 
many of whom are making their way south 
to join the insurgent force in Cavite 
Province. 

These Filipinos, for the most part, suc- 
ceeded in dodging Gen. Grant, Col. Bell and 
Col, Hood’s treops, who are scouring the 
country for them. Every day some wagon 
train is fired on or some soldier disappears. 

Gen. Wheeler’s secretary, Mr. Garrett, 
was disarmed and slashed by a Boloman 
almost within sight of headquarters, The 
policy’ of these Filipinos is to make the 
country uninhabitable for Americans, 

Frequently they raid and loot towns. The 
brother of the President of Imus went out- 
side the town the other day to harvest 
rice. He was captured, accused of being 
& spy and executed. 

Only a small portion of the insurgent 
arms have been surrendered and the prob- 
lem of suppressing this guerrilla warfare 
is anything but easy of solution. Some of 
the American officers think it worse than 
fighting Indians, owing to the difficulties 
of the country and the trouble of locatin 

the enemy, who resort, when hard pressed, 
to the “amigo dodge” and hide their guns. 

Some of the Americans favor the issuance 
of a proclamation declaring al) natives 
found with arms to be bandits, punj§hable 
as criminals, instead of being treated as 
prisoners of war.

Ferdinand W. Peck, Commissioner of the 
United States to the Paris Exposition, was 
the guest of honor at a dinner given by 
the Contemporary Club Tuesday night. 
Prof. W.-L. Sheldon, president of the club, 
presided. 

Mr. Peck made an address on the Exposi- 
tion, with special reference to the St. Louis 

orld’s Fair of 198, at which he said 
many’ of the best exhibits to be seen at 
Paris in 19 might be duplicated. He said 
in part: 

“Gentlemen of St. Louis, you have a 
mighty task confronting you, but you will 
accomplish it. You will do credit to your 
eity and your country, and those of us who 
were closely related to the work of the Co- 
lumbian Exposition of 1898 are with vou 
heart and soul. Our experience in the ex- 
position fleld, our judgment, our hearty co- 
operation in your great work are at your 
command. 

“I said to your distinguished citizen, my 
friend, Gov. Francis, in Washington last 
Winter, that I believed you should not ask 
the Congress of the United States for a loan 
Of $6,000,000 as proposed, but for a donation 
in the form of an appropriation. The coun- 
try not only owes this to St. Louis and the 
Louisiana Purchase territory which she 
represents, but the nation owes it to herself 
for the great benefits of a national and in- 
ternational cHaracter, which will be de- 
rived. Congress appropriated for the Co- 
lumbian Exposition of 1893, why not for 
your exposition of 1908?. Besides, Congress 


has appropriated for Philadelphia, Buffalo 
and Toledo, as well as in a lesser degree 
for expositions that have passed, in At- 
lania, Nashville and Omaha; why not then, 
for St. Louis? In the evolution of such a 
vast undertaking as you propose, furds will 
be needed, which cannot be foreseen by 
human sagacity. You should leave your 
organigation free to secure these funds 
through bonds based upon your gate Fe- 
ceipts, if necessity comes, and not destroy 
your credit at the outset by giving a first 
mortgage to the government, which should 
not be exacted. 

“Your undertaking is timely. Just one 
decade will have elapsed since the Inter- 
national Exposition at Chicago in 1893. You 
have a longer period for preparation than 
we had. for the location at Chicago was 
only fixed by act of Congress in April, 1900, 
Our gates opened to the world in exactly 
three years from that time, which was too 
brief, but we met the limitations of the 
situation, and so will you.’’ 

Mr. F. J. V. Skiff, director of exhibits, and 
Willard A. Smith, director of Transporta- 
tion of the Paris Exposition on behalf of 
the United States, talked entertainingly of 
the plans outlined for their departments. 
The closing address of the evening was 
by ex-Gov. Francig, who made a spirited 
appeal to those present to aid in making 
the St. Louis World's Fair a success, He 
antfounced that on July 4, 1908, a statute of 
Thomas Jefferson would be unveiled in St. 
Louis.
